NO OCEAN WEDDING 
~—INPANAMIAGANAL 


Belief That There Will Be An 
Actual Union of Atlantic 
and Pacific Is Dispelled 


Large Lake of Fresh Water Always 
Between—Goethals Says Ditch 
Was Not Damaged by Quake 


Washington—Widespread prevalence 
vf the idea that there will be an actual 
union of the waters ot the Atlantic 
and the Pacific on the opening of the 
Panama canal caused the War Depart- 
ment to issue a statement, explaining 
the fact that sea water on either side 
of the isthmus will get no farther than 
the entrances to the great waterway. 
‘*To those who know the engineering 
features,’’ the statement says, ‘‘this 
idea is rather amusing, as so far as the 
canal is concerned the waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific will never mingle. 
The Gatun lake, which is midway of 
the canal, has an elevation of 8 feet 
above the oceans, and water from this 
lake will merely flow each way to the 
two oceans, the water from the lake 
being fresh and derived from the drain- 
age of the surrounding area.’’ 
The statement also explained that 
the blowing up of the Gamboa on 
October 10th will not permit the pas- 
sage of even a rowboat from ocean to 
ocean, as it will be necessary to com- 
plete the removal of the dyke by 
dredging, and then to dredge out the 
Cucaracha slide before the canal will 
be open from end to end. - 
Official assurance of the complete 
immunity of the Panama canal from 
damage by the recent earthquake came 
to isthmian canul officers here in the 
following cablegram ,from Colonel 
Goethals: 
‘‘Karthquake caused no damage to 
any canal structures, nor did it create 
or increase any old slides.’’

Canine Aratocracy Is 
Refused Pasteurization 


Sacramento—Wholesale applications 
for the pasteurization of dogs as a 
preventive measure against rabies, 
; made by owners residing in Burlingame, 
| San Francisco, Los Angetes and Pasa- 
dena, caused the California State 
Board of Health to decide that ‘‘ca- 
nine aristocracy’’ must get its treat- 
ment elsewhere. 

Since rabies became prevalent in 
California ownérs of blue-blooded ken- 
nels have been obliged to confine their 
dogs or suffer a chance of some being 
bitten by rabid animals. As a result 
some of the famous pedigreed animals 
are growing restless without exercise 
and several owners decided to have 
their pets pasteurized and allowed to 
run loose. 

The pasteur treatment costs about 
$75. The serum is manufactured at 
the state hygienic laboratory and has 
been used exclusively to treat human 
beings bitten by rabid animals. Thus 
far the laboratory has been too busy 
to furnish the serum to inoculate ani- 
mals. 


Inebriates’ Farm Refused 
by Napa Hospital Directors 


Sacramento—The plan of the State 
Lunacy Commission to’ remove from 
the insane hospitals all the inebriates 
and drug fiends and place them ona 
state farm in Napa valley, received a 
setback when members of the Napa 
Hospital Board of Directors refused to 
assume responsibility for the farm. 

Under the law no new management 
can be created to operate such a farm. 
It must be run as a branch of one of the 
state hospital institutions, ani only the 
funds appropriated for the support of 
such institution can be used.

Bumper Rice Crop Being 
Harvested in Butte County 


Oroville—With a bumper crop now 
being harvested and with rice now 
bringing 2% cents per pound and the 
market advancing, the rice growers 
of Butte county are jubilant at the 
prospects. From the first offerings of 
14 cents per pound the market has 
been steadily advancing. The last 
jump is said to have been cccasioned 
largely by the disastrous effects of a 
hurricane upon a large section of the 
rice districts of the South. 

At the government experiment sta- 
tion, lying north of Biggs and between 
Biggs and Oroville, most extensive 
experiments are being conducted in rice 
culture in California. A large part of 
the 54 acres comprised in the experi- 
mental gardens has been set out to 
the various species of rice. Thus far 
the experiments go to show that the 
best variety for California conditions 
is the waterbune, a Japanese rice.

TRICK WITH WALKING STICK 


How to Make Cane or Umbrella Stand 
Up Without Any Apparent Sup- 
port—Practice Needed.

“The feat of compelling a walking 
stick or umbrella to stand upright In 
the middle of a parlor without being 
supported by anything or anybody al- 
ways seems wonderful,” saya Mme. 
Herrmann. “It is best, when about to 
perform this feat, to have a black 
screen for a background, and to order 
the stick or umbrella to stand alone 
about a foot in front of this screen. 
To show the audience that there is 
no person or apparatus behind this 
screen to secretly help the stick to 
stand when commanded the performer 
can take the screen away for a few 
minutes until all are satisfied that 
there is no hidden apparatus there. 
Pass the cane around among the au- 
dience to ‘let them see there is no 
pin in the cane’s ferrule, and that it 
is an ordinary cane, absolutely with- 
out life.’ When the screen is again 
in place the stick can be hypnotized 
by a few mysterious mumblings, which 
will be certain to keep the audience 
guessing in the wrong direction. Then 
the stick will stand alone for as long 
as the performer may desire. The 
secret of the hypnotizing is so simple 
that the audience will never suspect 
it; it is to previously tie a yard of 
black thread from the top of one of 
the front legs of an ordinary chair to 
the top of the other front leg, letting 
the ‘bag’ of the thread fall to the 
ground until ready for the ‘hypnotiz- 
ing.’ Carelessly place the stick within 
the ‘bag’ of the thread, planting the 
stick upright six inches from’ the 
chair, making it appear that it is only 
by the merest accident that the per- 
former selects this particular spot. 
Now take your hands away, and, of 
course, the stick will stand where 
you place it. The supporting thread 
will not be seen on account of the 
dark background. This and many oth- 
er feats any amateur can perform aft- 
er a little practice.”
